The bungalow 
colonies up-river have grown enormously 
since the war, partly owing to the housing 
problem and partly also owing to the 
impetus given to the simple life movement 
by army habits. Nowadays the total 
population of these riparian settlements, 
with their quaint little homes and 
quainter names, must number that of a 
great provincial city. But for all of 
them the outlook is grave. The ground 
has never recovered from last summer’s 
rains, and already the Thames, even 
before the heavy snows have melted. is 
flooding its banks, the volume of water 
yesterday being eight thousand million 
gallons, double the normal summer flow. 
The fear is that, as the snows melt, the 
river will rise far beyond the ordinary 
flood levels, and that huve tracts of 
country will be submerged along with all 
the bungalow colonies.

A little known and somewhat startling 
episode is attached to the history of the 
“ Collar of SS.,” worn by the Chief 
Macistrates in succession. In the year 
1688-89 Sir Michel Creagh held office, but, 
strange to say, he disappeared, and with 
him the Collar of Gold. In the civic re- 
cords of the “Riding of the Franchises ”’ 
there is a very quaint entry, which informs 
us that it was the custom to halt at Essex 
Bridge, where the Lord Mayor, Aldermen 
and Councillors held court, and called on 
Sir Michel Creagh to “come and appear 
or be for ever outlaw.’’ Of course, he 
never did appear, neither did the chain. 
But in 1697 a new Collar of SS. was 
obtained from King William III., at the 
instance of Sir William Van Homrigh, 
then Lord Mayor, and father of Swift's 
“ Vanessa. "' 


Ghe Show. 


Time was when the Lord Mayor’s Show 
was a formidable affair at this time of the 
year, and one looked forward to with an 
interest rivalling that preceding the 
pantomime on Boxing Day, or a visit of 
Hengler’s Circus. In those days the 
bands and banners, and the famous gold, 
or, as it was affectionately called, the 
“oingerbread ” coach, turned out in all 
their glory. Then the aldermen and coun-

In other directions considerable progress 
in the more economical use of fuel all over 
the country can be recorded. In a recent 
discussion at the Institute of Fuel it was 
prophesied that pulverised fuel, alréady 
extensively in use, would in a few years’ 
lame completely supersede oil for 
generating steam. The comparative cost 
to one of the steamship lines when using 
oil and pulverised fuel was given as £200 
and between £50 and £60 a day 
respectively. 

In the realms of pharmaceutical 
chemistry, modern science, among a host 
of other successes, now enables the manu- 
facture of insulin to be carried out on a 
factory scale. One British firm alone has 
a capacity exceeding a million doses a 


month. 

Despite many attempts, up till now no 
true substitute for the natural substance 
has been found. Greater success has 
attended the efforts of chemists to produce 
thyroxine, which is produced from the 
thyroid gland in the ordinary way, and a 
synthetic product, starting from simple 
substances, but involving in its manu- 
facture some dozen or more intricate 
stages, is now a commercial proposition. 
This is identical in “action with the 
natural] product, and shows that the 7. 
duction of these gland extracts should be 
considered a itimate branch of 
chemistry. 

Vitamins are “on the mouths” of 
everyone these days, and should, if the 
statements of members of the medical pro- 
fssion are correct, be inside also. 
Hitherto supplies have been dependent 
on the effects of sunshine on our bodies 


carried abroad for bunkering. The terrible 
waste of money that this entails may ná 
greatly reduced by a process nbw in being, 


and on those of cows, whence we derive 
the milk and butter to which the effects 
are transmitted. Cod liver oil also con- 


tains variable qeantities, but recently 
research experiments have shown that 
ultra-violet light acting on.a substance 
known as ergosterol produced vitamin-D, 
this. artificially produced substance being 
now procurable on the market, and already 
being incorporated by certain makers in 
such foodstuffs as margarine. 

Much more, if space permitted, might 
be said as to developments during recent 
months in the sphere of applied science, 
but enough has, no doubt, been disclosed 
to prove that the past year, if not notice- 


ably marked by sensational discoveries in 
academic fields, has none the less done 
more than uphold its reputation in com- 
parison to its predecessors in turning 
knowledge to good account.

BOXING DAY HOAX IN 
GLASGOW.

GLASGOW, Tucsday. 

Football “fans” in Glasgow, bereft of 
their newspapers on Boxing Day, were 
victims of a trick practised in various quarters 
of the city. As the crowds were making for 
theatres and picture houses they were sur- 
prised to hear youths shouting, “‘ All the foot- 
ball results.” These calls came from vendors 
of a printed sheet which purported to give 
results of the games played in the afternoon.

The publisher, who cannot be traced—the 
sheets hore no imprint—took no account of 
the weather. and eight matches which had to 
be cancelled on account of snow appeared 
on the sheets with ‘‘fake” results.

FERMANAGH COMMITTEE’S 
PROPOSAL. 


When a proposal was made by the Ennis- 
Killen Education Sub-Committee that a sum 
of £25 be given to them to expend upon 
school books for poor and necessitous people, 
it was stated by Mr. F. Dewane that Mr. 
M. Wilson, Headmaster of the Enniskillen 
Model School, had informed them of poor 
labouring men having to pay 28s. for school 
books for their children. That was a great 
hardship. 

Though the Fermanagh Regional Education 
Committee adopted the proposal, which was 
in opposition to the previous decisions of the 
Committee, Mr. A. Anderson, J.P., has now 
handed in a notice of motion to rescind the 
decision, as he said that once the doer was 
opened, they would have appeals from all 
over th ecounty. 

All the Fermanagh Education Sub-Commit- 
tees are agitating in favour of standardising 
the school books, so that they can be handed 
down from one member of the family to 
another. The present cost, they state, is 
impossible for the average small farmer or 
labourer, and in many instances the children 
have been unable to get the books required. 

Mr, John Coffey, at a recent meeting, 
stated that the books used to cost one half- 
penny and one penny, and to-day somewhat 
similar books are costing 10d.

Poor Law Relief. 


London is covered with a snowfall 
several inches deep. Our Correspondent 
reports the significant fact that when em- 
ployment in clearing the streets was 
offered at the respectable wages, for un- 
skilled labour, of 1s. 3d. an hour, workers 
were not forthcoming. The cause is 
evident. Doles have sapped the industry 
of the labouring class. When a stipend 
sufficient to sustain life in idleness may 
be had for the asking, the indolent will 
not address themselves to honest toil. The 
measure of the burden that indiscriminate 
relief lays on the shoulders of the tax- 
payer is revealed by the annual survey of 
Poor Law administration in England and 
Wales which is published in The Times. 
In the financial year 1926-27 relief oí 
destitution cost the nation £49,500,000— 
the total in the 
Poor Law, representing an 
£9,500,000 over the previous financial year 
and of £34,000,000 over 1913-14. Much 
of the remarkable increase is due, of 
course, to the economic dislocation caused 
by the strike in the coal-mines; but the 
dominating factor in the problem con- 
tinues to be the immense size of the pauper 
population. Roughly, 1,200,000 remains 
the average number of unemployed persons 
drawing relief from year to year. It is 
obvious that a large proportion of the 
1,200,000 persons represents idlers who 
are not bona fide seekers of employment. 
The British Minister of Health proposes

Abuse of relief tightens the purse-strings 
of investors and employers. So long as 
the labour market remains in its present 
unbalanced with hosts of able- 
bodied men unemployed and yet ready 
to reject uncongenial employment, enter- 
prise will be discouraged. A means must 
be found to ensure that money expended in 
relief shall produce some capital gain to 
the nation. Formerly, in Ireland, money 
spent in relief was applied to the building 
of roads, and many a remote district has 
been brought into contact with the springs 
of economic progress by roads that were 
built as a means to provide employment 
for the distressed. With the money that 
has been poured out unproductively in the 
last eight years in Ireland the foundation 
of a national transport system might have 
been laid.

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Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

The latest outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in England is one of the worst of 
its kind on record. Symptoms of the 
disease were detected more than a fort- 
night ago in the public abattoir in Bir- 
mingham, and since that time it seems 
to have spread with alarming rapidity 
throughout the Midlands. Twenty-six 
fresh outbreaks were discovered during 
the Christmas holidays, and matters have 
become so bad that the Ministry of Agri- 
culture has decided to close virtually the 
whole Midland area to animal traffic. 
The official ban has fallen on seven com- 
plete counties, as well as on portions of 
six other counties. Over this great area 
an absolute “ stand-still’’ order is being 
enforced. No animals may be moved in 
any of the proscribed districts; no fairs 
can be held. In fact, so far as cattle, 
sheep, pigs and goats are concerned, the 
greater part of central England will be 
completely paralysed until the ban is 
lifted. Fortunately, from the Irish point 
of view, the City of Liverpool has been 
exempted from the Ministry’s order. 
Presumably, therefore, exports of live- 
stock from the Free State to England will 
continue, although the closing of such an 
extensive area is bound to interfere with 
trade. There was a time when every out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease in 
England was attributed automatically to 
Irish sources, but on this occasion the 
Ministry of Agriculture recognises that 
the Irish animals have had nothing to do 
with the epidemic. Since the disease 
broke out on December 10th thousands of 
pounds worth of cattle have been 
slaughtered, and, if the outbreak con- 
tinues, the Engjish farmers will suffer very 
severe losses. Some day, no doubt, 
veterinary science will* discover a specific 
against this costly disease; but m the 
meanwhile the drastic methods of the 
English Ministry provide the only feasible 
manner of dealing with its ravages. We 
hope earnestly that the present outbreak 
will be short-lived; for indirectly it is 
sure to do harm to Irish exporters, who 
already have a sufficiently difficult furrow 
to plough. 


Money-Lenders. 


The imminent enforcement of the new 
Money-lenders Act in Engiand has given 
rise to a suggestion that, in order to 
evade the clauses of this measure, English 
money-lenders may open offices in the Irish 


Free State and conduct their insidious | 


campaign of business propaganda from 
this side of the Irish Sea. Under the 
terms of the new measure the activities 
of money-lenders will be kept under the 
strictest control. Henceforward “ touting ”’ 
hy post will be prohibited. Every money- 
lender will be forced to trade under his, 
or her, own name, and the law will dea! 
severely with those who seek to conceal 
their real identity. The promoters of the 
new legislation hope that it will put an 
end to a condition of affairs that has been 
the cause of untold harm in England. 
Since the war the operations of usurers 
un England has increased enormously, and 
they have tightened their grip on the 
middle classes, whose dread of public 
exposure of their poverty drives them all 
too often to seek refuge from pressing 
debts in the money-lender’s office. Hitherto 
the money-lending profession has been able 
to work in secret and in many cases to 
conduct its business in a way which is 
not readily distinguished from _ black- 
mail; but in future secrecy will be im- 
possible, and the usurer will be compelled 
to come into the light of day. Until the 
Free State Parliament brings its Jegisla 
tion into line with the new English Act 
this country may be used for the despatch 
of circulars and other subterranean 
activities of the money-lender. If the 
Free State Government is wise, however, 
it will take early steps to prevent abuses 
ef this kind.

“ THE PARABLE OF THE LORD 
OF THE VINEYARD.” 


Mr. Thomas Bodkin, M.R.I.A., D.Litt.. the 
Director, has presented to the National 
Gallery of Ireland a picture, entitled “ The 
Parable of the Lord of the Vineyard,’ by 
Domenico Feti. i : 

Feti was one of the outstanding figures of 
Italian sei cento, though his fame has been, 
until recently, under a long eclipse. Sir 
Joshua Reynolds greatly admired his work, of 
which he possessed three examples. In the 
exhibition organised by the Italian Govern- 
ment in 1922, in the Palazzo Pitti, of works 
of the Italian masters of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth century, one whole room was 
dedicated to Feti. His pictures are very 
scarce, as he died, at the age of thirty, in 
1624; but he is well represented in the 
Louvre, the Dresden and the Vienna Galleries. 

The Parables provided his favourite sub- 
jects, and of some Parables he did no fewer 
than six versions, differing only slightly in 
detail. A version of ‘‘The Parable of the 
Lord of the Vineyard” can be seen in the 
Dresden Gallery, and another is in the Uffizi. 
Both are inferior to the example which 
Dublin now possesses. 

Feti was recently made the subject of a 
learned monograph by Dr. R. Oldenburg, of 
the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, but no account 
of him has yet appeared in English heyond an 
article published hv Mr. Bodkin in “ Studies” 
for December, 1923.

TWO NEW SHIPS TO BE BUILT. 
From OUR ( ORRESPONDENT, 
OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

The Dominion Government will ask Parlia- 
ment in the coming session for authority to 
build two modern destroyers to be delivered 
within three years, the work upon the first 
to start immediately that Parliament has 
given its assent. 

The new destroyers will replace the existing 
Canadian vessels Patriot and Patrician, which 
were completed in 1914, and have now reached 
the limit of their effective life. They will 
go out of commission immediately. 

Pending the construction of the new de- 
stroyers, arrangements have been made with 
the Admiralty to obtain the use of the de- 
stroyers Torbay and Toreador, and the 
Canadian Government has authorised the 
immediate reconditioning of these vessels. 
They are expected to arrive in Canada towards 
the end of March, 

The new beats will be built in Great 
Britain, and will cost, it is estimated, ap- 
gay one million three hundred and 

fty thousand dollars each. The present 
personnel of the Canadian Navy (fifty officers 
and about 450 other ranks) are practically 
all Canadians, and these will be available to 
man the new ships.

| HUNDREDS HOMELESS 


IN CANTERBURY.

Below Shepperton Lock the river rose 
another three inches in the course of the 
day, and is now eight feet above normal. 
Every inch of rise means that another 
large area of land is submerged. Huge 
lakes have been formed, which have 
gradually combined. 


HUGE LAKE CREATED. 

Below Chertsey Bridge, where the water 
passes across the meads towards Wey- 
bridge, there is a lake more than two miles 
wide. At several places between Laleham 
and Walton the stream is many hundreds 
of yards wide. Both banks are submerged, 
and it is impossible to judge the normal 
course of the river. 

Owing to flooding of the road between 
Shepperton and Chertsey “bus services 
have been suspended, but “buses. are 
running through Chertsey to Staines, 
although part of the road is submerged. 

At Molesey the Mole and Ember have 
joined their waters and formed one stream. 
The water is still rising and has entered 
the lower floors of some bungalows. 
and boats are being used by riverside 
dwellers as a means of getting to and 
from their homes. 

The water at Molesey Lock was reported 
to be a little more than seven feet above 
normal last evening. At Teddington Lock 
the Thames rose six inches during twenty- 
four hours, and was still rising last even- 
ing. 


300 FAMILIES HOMELESS. 


Three hundred families were rendered 
homeless and great damage caused by 
floods at Canterbury yesterday. 

On Monday night the River Stour, 
which runs through the city, began to rise, 
and early yesterday morning overflowed, a 
large area being submerged. Narth lane, 
St. Peter’s place, Black Griffin lane, St. 
Peter's lane, Mill lane, the Friars, and 
other thoroughfares were converted into 


trian traffic impossible, the water in many 
places being from three to six feet high. 

The Stour rose to the level of the bridge 
near the historic Westgate Towers, built 
by Archbishop Sudbury in the 14th 
century. The Mayor of Canterbury, Alder- 
man Barrett, with his family, who live a 
short distance from The Towers, were com- 
pelled to use a boat to get to and from 
their home. 


RESCUES FROM UPPER WINDOWS. 


The lower floors of many houses were 
submerged, and as the water rose the 
occupants had to be lowered from upper 
windows into boats brought from Whit- 
stable and carts and lorries belonging to 
the Canterbury Corporation. In most 
cases the floods developed so suddenly that 
residents were taken by surprise and had 
to stay in their bedrooms without food or 
fire till aid was given. 

Hundreds of acres of allotments near 
the river are under water, and . large 
numbers of pigs and chickens have been 
drowned. 

Shelter and food for the sufferers were 
provided at the Salvation Army Citadel. 
The Mayor also secured the use of several 
city halls, and made arrangements for pro- 
viding sleeping accommodation for 
hundreds of homeless people. . He also 
opened a relief fund, heading it with a 
donation of ten guineas. 

The furniture of the victims, who were 
among the poorest of the community, has 
been largely destroyed.

DOCTOR’S STRUGGLE TO RESCUE. 

Breakdown gangs worked throughout the 
night and morning in a blizzard, but it 
was 2.20 a.m. before the stranded pas- 
sengers could be conveyed to Bury st. 
Edmunds in two coaches. 

The Cambridge-Bury St. Edmunds line 
was still blocked yesterday. 

Dr. B. E. A. Batt, of Bury St. Edmunds, 
who received a call to the scene of the 
accident, set out in his car, but was held 
up -by snowdrifts on the road. Leaving 
the car, he walked the remaining distance 
on foot. He was afterwards conveyed on 
a light engine down the railway line to a 
spot opposite to the place where his car 
had been left, to which he and the men 
with him found their way with the aid of 
lanterns. 


STRANDED MOTORISTS.

RAILWAYMEN’S WORST 
EXPERIENCE. 

The Southern Railway, in a later state- 
ment last night, announced that . the 
sNuation on the whole had improved in 
the last twelve hours, brt the storm, 


of railwaymen, at any rate in Southern 
England. With snowploughs and gangs 
of engineers, permanent way men out all 
over the line, and traffic-operative officials 
stationed day and night at strategic 
points, a skeleton service of steam trains 
was run on most lines. 

The prospect for to-day was that every 
| efíort would be made to run adequate 
services, but no hope existed of normal 
working on many lines. Points were 
frozen up, lines feet deep in water, em- 
bankments and cuttings under constant 
supervision for any sign of slipping and, 
in some cases, locomotive sheds un- 
approachable because of floods. 

Moreover, for some days after the dis- 
appearance of the snow and frost, speed 


and branch lines until the engineer has 
ascertained what damage had been done to 
track and permanent way. Under such 
circumstances the public are warned that 
delays are inevitable. 

The London and North-Eastern Rail- 
way reported at 6 p.m. that the working 
on their eastern section was normal.

These remarks were made by the City 
Coroner, Dr. Waldo, at an inquest at 
Southwark, London, yesterday on Elsie 
and Marie Dodgson, the twins who were 
born joined together at the head in the 
Derbyshire Royal Infirmary on December 
10th, and died on December 22nd at Guy’s 
Hospital, London, following an operation. 

““ As far as L know there are only four- 
teen cases similar to this on record,’’ said 
Dr. Waldo. '“By some freak of nature 
these two were joined by the vertex of the 
head solely, with their bodies pointing in 
different directions. If left to grow up 
the sisters would, owing to their . joined 
position, be unable to sit or stand; for if 
one child sat, the other would be on its 
head, with her feet in the air.’’ 


THE FATHER'S EVIDENCE. 

Frederick William Dodgson, a brick- 
layer’s labourer, of Stockbrook road. 
Derby, the father of the children, stated 
that some months ago his wife fell down- 
stairs, turning a complete somersault. 
Her health was not affected. About a 
month later his wife had a slight accident 
when she received a blow on the head 
from a falling birdcage. 

The Coroner—Was it not awkward 
bringing the children to London? Yes, a 
special compartment in the train had to 
be fitted u» for them. 


THE TWINS. 

Dr. Samuel Carlofsky, house physician 
at Guy’s Hospital, said that Elsie was 
larger than Marie, who seemed to be 
rapidly going down-hill in health.

THE OPERATION. 

Dr. Lancelot Bromley, surgeon of Guy’s 
Hospital, who performed the operation on 
the children, said that he saw the twins 
when they were five days old, the day after 
they were brought to London from Derby- 
shire. They had a separate blood supply, 
which showed that it was not impossible 
to separate them on account of the blood 
supply. 

Dr. Bromley said that it could not be 
clearly defined before the operation 
whether there was any definite partition 
between the membranes of the brain. The 
smaller child was remarkably wasted, and 
any operation would almost certainly have 
meant death. On the other hand, the 
bigger child, although not doing well, 
seemed to have a reasonable chance of 
surviving. 

“The brains, although separate in 
themselves, lay in contact with each other, 
and the sudden alteration in pressure on 
the brain of the bigger child, as the re- 
sult of the necessary displacement in the 
operation, in my opinion, caused death.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT 
OF POLICY, 


- 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
ATHENS, Tuesday. 

The Minister for Foreign. Affairs, M. 
Michalacopoulos, will inform the Council 
of Ministers to-day of his recent conversa- 
tions , with representatives of foreign 
Powers. In a statement to the Press the 
Minister dwelt upon the improvement in 
the foreign situation since the restoration 
of the parliamentary Government, which 
enjoys the support of the nation as a 
whole. 

“ When we came into power,’’ he said, 
‘* Greece had been governed by a dictator- 
ship, and was treated by the great Powers 
in a manner reminiscent of the attitude 
they adopted towards old Turkey under 
the capitulatory régime. We firmly re- 
fused to follow on that path, and our 
attitude resulted in the abandonment of 
demands which were inconsistent with a 
free nation.” 

The Minister proceeded to explain the 
reasons for which the present Government 
had been unable to accept the convention 
concluded by the former régime with 
Yugo-Slavia. 


NOT A PARTY POLICY. 

‘Our policy,” he said, “is national, 
and not that of a party. ' We seek the 
friendship of the three great Powers by 
whose side we fought, and we desire 
normal, if not friendly, relations with our 
former enemies. Further, we desire to: 
grant Yugo-Slav commerce all the facili- 
ties in conformity with the international 
spirit in which we have regarded these 
matters since the war, in view of our 
special position as a country with ports, 
rivers and railways, which serve a large 
international trade. 

‘‘ Greece seeks peace. For that reason, 
as much as for the confidence she enter- 
tains in the League of Nations, she does 
not want to conclude agreements that 
might be regarded as being directed 
against any State whatever, great or 
small. We have explained that to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, M. Briand and 
Signor Mussolini. Belief has been placed 
in the sincerity of Greek policy, which 
has met with full approval.”’ 


WAR DEBTS. 

Alluding with satisfaction to the settle- 
ment of the Greco-French difference re- 
garding war debts, the Minister dwelt on 
the financial policy of Greece, which con- 
sisted in the compression of expenditure 
within the limits of possibility and the 
intrease of taxation. That policy, the 
Minister declared, inspired full confidence, 
because even after the war, and after the 
disaster in Asia Minor, Greece had met 
ali her annual obligations with gold, 
while other States were reducing them.

THE CONFESSION. 

The prisoner's confession was surprisiny 
in its cold-bloodedness,’ revealing abnormal 
criminality, according to what the police 
relate. He declares that he took the child 
to a ‘movie’ show one night and lelt 
her repeatedly alone in his room tied to 
a chair, blindfolded, and before going out 
always trightened her by the display of a 
revolver and the threat of instant death. 

Finally it occurred to him that he had 
been imprudent in telling her that he was 
an ex-employé of a bank, because, if ran- 
somed and delivered to her father alive, 
she would soon put the police on his 
tracks ; so he decided to kill her, and he 
did so, he now states, without an 
accomplice. 

He also says that he took a towel instead 
of a piece of wire, binding it tightly about 
her neck, and that there were still signs 
of life in her when he began to dissect the 
body.

PLACID, SLUGGISH AND 
DULL. 
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In a leading article, The Times 
observes:--The third session of the 
present: Parliament vanished to sight last 
week in the dry sands of its concluding 
business, In retrospect it has been placid, 
sluggish and, it may respectfully be 
added, not a little dull. Even its 
turbulence in the more turbulent reaches 
has been superficial. Its calmer stretches 
have been anything but majestic; and the 
whole, with two features excepted, has 
been featureless enough to extract candour 
from a guide book. The two exceptions 
are the passage of the Trade Disputes Act 
and the rejection of the alternative 
Prayer-book by the House of Commons. 
Even in these two episodes the mood of 
the year was somehow hostile to impres- 
sive performance. 

This year’s experience is not hopeful for 
the experiment of an autumn opening for 
a future session. Whether it can be tried 
next year may depend on campaigning 
plans. Ministers have talked of holding 
office until their fifth year, and the elec- 
torate shows no eagerness to anticipate 
the statutory date. Moreover, there is a 
programme of social legislation to round 
off. The provision of new houses, now 
well and creditably past the million, is 
far enough advanced to open up the slums 
for.a new onslaught. The Government is 
pledged to a new Factories Act, and has 
plans for the long-delayed reform of the 
poor law. All the signs foretell an active 
and crowded session in the new year. The 
peace that has descended on the country, 
after much strife, is probably a peace of 
exhaustion ; but it has been an invaluable 
respite in which to consider the relations 
of politics and industry afresh. The de- 
tachment of industry from politics may 
prove to have been the real achievement 
of the year, and the next few months may 
confirm the transition from the passive to 
the active phase of civil peace.

The story of the Dover Patrol and the 
work of small craft in the Great War was 
described by Captain Evans, C.B., D.5.O., 
R.N., to a very large audience at the 
Royal Dublin Society’s premises at Balls- 
bridge yesterday afternoon. 

The lecture was illustrated with a series 
of actual photographs of some of the 
“incidents”’’ which fell to the lot of the 
patrol, which was in command of one

served most of his war-time service.

GERMAN DESTROYERS CHASED. 


The story was a blend of adventure, 
excitement and humour, the outstanding 
feature of which was the description of 
the historic attack by the destroyers Swift 
and Broke (Captain Evans commanded the 
Broke) on six modern German destroyers 
which, on a still, moonless night, left 
cover on the Belgian coast to shell a town 
on the East coast of England, or, as the 
lecturer described it, to indulge in “ tip- 
and-run warfare.’’

BELFASTS MANY 
IMPROVEMENTS, 


RELLEP WORK FOR 500 
MEN. 


During the past year various street im- 
provements have been carried out in Belfast, 
principally with the view of finding work for 
the unemployed. The Ministry of Labour 
pays 60 per cent. of those works, which are 
tegarded as relief schemes, and during the 
year the number of “men’s days ” worked in 
connection with (hese relief wor!s was 155,440, 
which is equivalent u“ 52 weeks’ work for 
“9S men. 

During the year considerable progress has 
been made with the carrying out of the work 
in connection with the River Lagan improve- 
ment scheme. Boulevards are being con- 
structed along both sides of the river for 
several miles, and it is proposed to build a 

ross the river to keep the water at a 
é n level which will enable boating and 
boat races to be carried out at all states of 
the tide. The amount already spent upon the 
scheme is £140,000. out of an estimated ex- 
yn I | cure ol £357,000. 

Plans, specifications and estimates have 
been prepared and contracts have been made 
for the extension of the ferro-concrete outfall 
sewer through the lands of Belfast Lough at 
a cost of £47,000. a lock and weir on the 
iver Lagan at £71,000, a sewer ,along the 
Leop Valley at £3,166, and a storm water 
culvert, Short Strand to Cregg’s quay, at 
£11,446. <A bridge at Tate’s avenue has been 
completed at a cost of £40,000, and is now 
open for traffic. 

During the past year the number of: plans 
approved of for all classes of buildings was 
1,752, and the estimated cost of the structures 
was $1,098.577, the number being 320 and 
the cost £19,221 more than for the year 1926.

| COW-TESTING. 
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RAPID GROWTH OF 
ASSOCTATIONS. 


IMPROVING THE DAIRY 
STOCK. 


- 


A steady increase in the number of Cow 
Testing Associations in the Irish Free State 
is recorded in the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society, to be submitted to-day by 
Mr. P. J. Halliden at the seventh annual 
Congress of Cow Testing Associations in the 
Town Hall, Waterford. | 

The report states that :—The number of 
recognised Cow-Testing Associations in 1927 
was 230 as compared with 208 in 1926, while 
the number of cows under test in the Associa- 
tions had increased from 535,700 in 1926 to 
64,600 in 1927. But this oan increase 
does not adequately reflect the progress which 
has been made in the improvement of our 
dairy cows during th period under review. 

There is another factor of more intrinsic 
value than this numerical strength, and that 
is the spirit of self-help which, has been 
gradually growing amongst the members of 
the great majority of cow-testing associations 
until it has now ripened into a grim deter- 
mination to raise the dairy shorthorn cow to 
the highest point of productivity, both as a 
heavy milk producer and as a breeder of 
first-class “store” cattle. An idea of the 
success which has been already attained in 
the former direction can be formed by a 
perusal of the yields of milk and butter-fat 
referred to In this _ report, while 
it is a matter of common knowledge 
that the store cattle bred from the 
dual purpose shorthorn bulls have been as 
economical and have realised prices at fair 
and at fat stock auctions, quite as good, if 
not better, than store cattle bred from the 
bulls of purely beef breeds.

sent time, low prices for farm produce and 
unaccountably high prices for imported food 
stuffs have brougnt the agricultural industry 
to a low level. The good dairy farmers alone 
had been rewarded for their labours during 
the ‘‘lean’’ vears with a reasonable margin 
of profit. Through their cow-testing associa- 
tions they had carefully selected and graded 
up their cows to yield 150 gallons or 200 
gallons and, in some cases, even 300 gallons 
each above the average of herds whose 
owners had not the enterprise nor the com- 
monsense to join a cow-testing association. 

A striking instance of this has come under 
our notice. One farmer. who had been cow- 
testing for six years supplied recently 610 
gallons per cow to a local creamery from a 
herd of 18 cows and received an average of 
£17 5s. 8d. per cow (allowing for skim milk 
ld. per gallon), while another farmer living 
in that district supplied to the sime creamery 
during the same period an average of 322 
gallons per cow for a herd of 20 cows and 
received £9 2s. 5d. per cow (allowing for 
skim milk ld. per gallon). A difference of 
£8 2s. 7d. per cow. The latter farmer as- 
serted that he cannot find time to weigh the 
milk of his cows weekly (one minute per cow 
per week), but he is obliged to find several 
hours per week to feed and to manage those 
cows, on many of which he may be losing 
annually as much as £5 each. We are aware 
that instances of this kind are, unfortu- 
nately, rather numerous amongst our dairy 
farmers, and we could fill pages with com- 
parisons just as convincing. We are afraid 
that the apathy shown by some of these 
farmers towards up-to-date methods of select- 
ing, breeding and feeding their stock is re- 
sponsible for not a little of the depression 
which has brought the industry to its present 
unprofitable condition. 


HOPEFUL SIGNS. . 

We look forward, however, to an era of 
prosperity in agriculture in the not distant 
future, when the spirit we have stated to 
exist among the members of Mo mg 
Associations will overcome, by word anc 
example, the apathy which exists among the 
less ambitious, when the ben@ficial effects of 
such wise and helpful measures as the Live 
Stock Breeding Act, the Dairy Produce Act, 
and the various live stock improvement 
schemes will continue to bear valuable fruit, 
aud when the increase recorded this year in 
the number of our dairy cows and in cur 
export trade in butter will be still further 
increased through the co-operation, energy 
and enterprise of our people, backed up bY 
the Agricultural Credit Corporation, whic 
has just now been established by the Govern- 
ment for the purpose of facilitating credit- 
worthy farmers to borrow money for repro- 
ductive purposes. 

This Society, which is the organisation of 
the Cow-Testing Associations, has eontinued 
its activity during the past year in forward. 
ing the interests of its members. Vigorous 
branches are at work in County Kerry, East 
LLimerick, West Limerick, South Tippevary, 
North Tipperary, Leix and Offaly, Kilkenny 
and Carlow, County Wexford, County 
Waterford, and there are six branches in 
County Cork. 

During the past year shows and sales of 
registered dairy stock have been held under 
the auspices of the Society at Limerick, Tip- 
perary, Mallow, Waterford and Tralee, At 
these fixtures eligible bulls were inspected by 
the Department's inspectors for preminm pur- 
poses, and most remunerative prices ‘vere 
realised for the bulls and heifers bred from 
our registered cow and dairy bulls. 


SOCIAL ADVANTAGES. 

Not only has the Society heen invaluable 
to its members from a business standpoint, 
but it also has very important social ad- 
vantages. People holding diametrically 
opposite views on many subjects of national 
importance, but with the material interests of 
the country at heart, have been brought 
together at our many meetings, and 
so have become neighbourly and 
helpful to one |another.

The Minister discussed the whole problem 
of the improvement of dairy cattle with the 
members of the deputation for more than two 
hours, and undertook to give careful conside- 
ration to their representations. 

We desire .o record our gratitude to the 
Minister and to the senior live stock 1n- 
spector for their successful efforts in obtain- 
ing from the Minister for Finance a sum neces- 
sary to eftect a much needed increase in the 
salaries of supervisors of cow-testing associa- 
tions.

SPLENDID FOUNDATION CATTLE. 

The results of the Beamish and Crawford 
Dairv Herd Prize Scheme (endowed through 
Mr. R. H. Beamish, Cork, to the extent of 
£90 annually) have been most flattering on 
this occasion again, and we give these re- 
sults, and also those of the heifer prize 
schemes, to show that the farmers of this 
country possess in their herds of dairy short- 
horn cattle some of the finest foundation 
steck in the world. 

In Class 1, for the “' best registered cow of 
anv breed or cross-breed,’’ there were 23 
entries. ‘The first four cows vielded between 
1,200 gallons and 1,500 gallons, with butter- 
fat. tests ranging from 4.6 per cent. to 4.2 
per cent, 

In Class 2, for “ the best herd of not more 
than fen cows,” ‘the winning herd of eight 
cows vielded an average of 1,026 gallons, 
with a test of 3.65 per cent. The second 
herd yielded an average of 990 gallons, with 
3.61 per cent, butter-fat, while four other 
herds were each over the 900 gallon mark. 

In Class 3, for “ the best herd of not less 
than eleven cows,” the winning herd of 
twelve cows yielded an average of 924 gal- 
lons, with a test of 3.68 per cent. butter-fat. 
The second herd yielded 894 gallons, with 
an average test of 3.85 per cent, butter-tat, 
while the third herd of 49 cows yielded an 
average of 835 gallons, with an average of 
3.91 per cent. butter-fat. 

The winners m Classes 1, 2, and 3 were 
all non pedigree cows of dairy shorthorn 
type. : i j 

[o encourage farmers to retain In. 
herds the heifers bred írom the best milkers 
when mated to dairy bulls, the Cork County 
Committee of Agriculture and the Limerick 
County Committee, through this Society, con- 
tinued in 1926 their heifer prize schemes for 
heifers in their first lactation and which 
calved at three years or under. It was @ con- 
dition that in order to be eligible for the 
competition heifers should qualify and be 
accepted for registration in the spring of 1927. 
The winning heifer in County Cork yielded in 
45 weeks over 1,200 gallons, while the 
winning heifer in County Limerick yielded 
over 1,100 gallons. Several heifers were over 
the 1,000 gallon mark. 

Comment on those re ards is unnecessary. 

The valuable silver cup presented by Myr. 
Eamonn MacLysaght, President (1926). foi 
the best shorthorn heifer in the Free State, 
the recognised progeny of a registered cow, 
was won by Dr. D. Hutch, Buttevant, (a. 
Cork, with the non pedigree dairy shorthorh 
heifer Rathclare Bluebird. Yield, 12,145 Ibs. 
of milk and 480.94 lbs. butter fat; average 
test, 3.96 per cent. This heifer won 25 prizes 
at, agricultural shows, often beating heifers 
bred exclusively on beef lines. 

THE DUAL PURPOSE COW. 

When records like the foregoing can be 
obtained by judicious care and management 
from the ordinary cattle i possession of the 
farmers of the country, it is not to he 
wondered at that this Society pins its faith to 
the dual-purpose cow of shorthorn type. The 
dairy cow is the basis of agriculture in every 
progressive agricultural country at the present 
time, and in this country, where the dairy 
farmers are also the raisers of voung stock 
which eventually become store and beef cattle, 
it is essential that we should pay due atten- 
tion to the beef qualities as well as to the 
milk qualities of our cows. As can be seen 
by the figures quoted, we have in An Saorstat 
Fireann a considerable number of what are 
probably the best dual-purpose cattle in the 
world—that is, the best class of compact, 
deep hodied COWS of shorthorn type, capable 
of yielding from 700 gallons to 1,500 gallons 
of milk in a lactation period of 45 weeks, and 
capable at the same time of producing first- 
class stores. To the full development of that 
type of cattle the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society continues to devote its best 
energies. 

During the autumn, for a period of six 
weeks, Mr. Eamonn MacLysaght, ex-Presi- 
dent, acting as the representative of this 
Society, visited South Africa for the purpose 
of obtaining first-hand information as to the 
prospects of exporting pedigree cattle to that 
country. In the course of a lucid and com- 
prehensive report which he has submitted to 
the Executive Committee of this Society, Mr. 
MacLysaght states that he is satisfied that 
a limited market exists for high-class dual- 
purpose pedigree stock (bulls, cows, and 
heifers), and he recommends that this Society 
should arrange to send out some selected 
animals to be sold about nex. September. 
The report will be the subject of a special 
meeting of members of this Society at an 
early date. The proposals outlined therein 
by Mr. MacLysaght are ecpable of great 
possibilities, and much credit is due to him 
for the thoroughness and the tact he dis- 
played in acquiring all the information em- 
bodied in the report. 

SECOND INTERIM CONGRESS. 

The second interim congress of this Society 
was held at Mount Melilary on 5th Septem. 
ber, 1927, and was attended by over 600 
delegates. Many matters of an ‘‘ internal ” 
nature in connection with the cow-testing 
schemes were discussed in all their bearings, 
and a favourable opvortunitv is awaited to 
have the “ ways and means ” suggested for 
the further development of the scheme put 
forcibly before the proper authorities. The 
benefits arising from the interim congresses 
have fully justified their introduction. 

We avail of this opportunity to publicly 
thank the Very Rev. Abbot and the members 
of his kind community for the marked hos- 
pitality extended to each and every delegate 
who attended that conference. 

The report concludes by expressing the 
Society's indebtedness to the several com- 
mittees of agriculture and their staffs, to the 
cow-testing instructors and the ofticials of the 
Department im general for their unfailing 
courtesy and for their indefatigable exertions

THIRD BODY WASHED 
: ASHORE. 
Ei rgesing with the services of a jury, 
con Pr. T. Lucey, solicitor, Macroom, 
held a inquest at Ballintemple yesterday 
with the 


afiternoon in connection wreck of 


the British schooner, Pearl, of Gloucester, off 
(iarrettstown strand, on. the South Cork 
coast. The. inquest was held, on the third 
body that had been washed ashore. The 
vessel was wrecked during a severe gale on 
the 19th of the present month. 

The Coroner said that at the 3] 
inquest it was proved that the might on 
which the Pearl was wre¢ked was a terrific 
one. There was a south-easterly gale blowing 
with hurricane violence, but the local life- 
saving service and the Civic Guards did 
everything to save life on the occasion. 

James Cooney, farmer, Garrettstown, stated 
that on the 24th inst. he found the body of 
a man in one of the coves on the strand. He 
believed that it was the body of one of the 
crew of the wrecked Pearl. 

Sergeant McIntyre, Ballinspittle, stated 
that he saw the body. It was that of a 
young man, about 20 or 25 years. 

Dr. Arthur O’Leary stated that he 
examined the body. The cause of death was 
suffocation, due to drowning. The deceased 
man would be about 25 years and was Sit. 
Tins. in height. He had very little hair, which 
was dark. He was well developed physically 
and was a foreigner, having the appearance 
of a Lascar. 

Inspector Deeney said that from a descrip- 
tion that he had re 2ived he believed that 
tha man was Moniskia Richards, a member 
of the crew of the schooner. 

A verdict was returned that death was due 
to suffocation by accidental drowning after 
the wrecking of the schooner Pearl.
